FLUID  MILK  MARKET  REPORT 

JAITIL'JIY  1941 

Fluid  nilk  prices  sliovred  a  firn  tone  durin.-^  early  January,  the  Agricul- 
tural Llarketin^  Service  reports.    Price  clian/ros  for  fluid  nilk,  thou-^  not 
extre'icly  n-ijaorous,  were  a,ll  hir;her.     'Jitli  "butter  prices  declining  '"laterially 
durinf^  Docei.ilDer,  prices  for  surplus  nilk,  v/hicli  arc  "based  on  those  for  "butter, 
in  nany  markets  wore  definitely  vrealcer. 

In  the  East,  where  the  major  portion  of  the  fluid  nilk. of  the ■country 
is  consumed,  chan-'^cs  in  -price  were  confined  to  one  m.arket  —  Manchester,  New 
Hampshire.    Class  1  prices  on  this  m.arket  were  12  cents  higher  per  hundred- 
v/eicht,  although  there  was  no  chanf^e  renorted  in  retail  prices, 

liarkets  in  southeastern  Wisconsin  exhi'Ditod  stren,{^th.    At  "both  Kenosha 
and  Racine,  Class  1  -orices  rose  21  cents  per  hundredwei.^ht ,  with  an  accompany- 
ing  increase  of  1  cent  -pox  qtiart  in  retail  prices,    -i'^t  r;ilv7auliee  a  23  cent 
increase  per  h'ondredvreight  v/r^s  sho\m  aloivj  with  a  1  cent  increase  per  quart  in 
retail  prices. 

In  the  E:i,st  South  Central  area,  the  flat  price  paid  for  milk  at  Lexin;';^- 
ton,  Kentuci^s'-,  advanced  10  cents  per  hujidrcdv;ei,;;ht ,  ?/hile  retail  prices  were 
unchanged.     In  the  Louisville,  Kentucky,  market,  "buying  prices  are  "lot  availa"blo 
for  Jaiiuary,  "but  retail  prices  advanced  from.  12  cents  -per  quart  in  DecoL^her  to 
13  cents  during  January,     In  the  Dallas,  Texas,  market,  prices  heing  paid  for 
Class  1  milk  rose  from  15  to  20  cents  per  hundredweight,  while  retail  prices 
were  unchanged, 

•   .   Class  1  huying  pricey  in  Sacram.ento,  San  Erancisco,  and  Santa  Barbara, 
California,  rose  35  cents  per  hundredv; eight,     P.etail  prices  in  all  of  these 
markets  likewise  accompanied  huying  prices  to  higher  levels  "by  a  1-cent  increase 
per  quart.    Extension  of  the  low-cost  m»ilk  program  to  Chico.go  in  order  to  pro- 
vide milk  for  1-cent  a  half-pint  to  ah out  100,000  children  in  that  city  has 
recently  "iDeon  approved,  :  .  ; 

Since  the  Michigan  Milk  M^.rketin.'7  Act  ho,s  recently  heen  declared  unconsti- 
tutional, prices  for  several  m.arkets  in  that  State  are  still  in  the  process  of 
negotiation  and  are  not  a;inounced  as  yet,    Michigan  markets  affected  hy  this 
decision  are  Detroit,  Kalamazoo ,  LIus.ke go n,  Flint,  Bay  City  and  Port  Huron. 

MULTIPLE-qUArj  PFJCES  ?J]F0ETED  EOE  FIEST  TIME.     Two-qmrt  containers 
are  reported  as  "being  used  in  15  different  cities  widely  sco.tterod  throughout 
the  country,  while  11  cities  report  varices  on  4— quart  containers.    Prices  for 
milk  delivered  to  hories  in  2-quart  containers  ra,ngo  from      cent  to  3  cents 
less  than  those  delivered  in  single-quart  containers,  while  in  4-quart  con- 
tainers, savings  are  from  1-^  to  3^  cents 'per  quart.     Prices  at  stores  for 
2-quart:  containers  rang'ed  from  -^i-'to  2  cent's  per  quart  less  than  those  for 
single  qua,rts.     In  -i-quart  containers,  the  reduction  per  quart  was  from  ^  to 
2-2  cents  in  the  markets  reporting  their  use.     Though  a  numher  of  cities  have 
reported  discounts  for  certain  qioantities  of  milk  delivered  per  month  or  at 
one  delivery  during  the  day,  it  was  dnpossi"ble  to  show  such  discounts  in  the 
present  issue  of  this  report.

FLUID  WILK  MARKET  REPORT 


FOR  FEEHUARY  1941  .  .. 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  Fetmary  milk  markets  were 
generally  steady.    Very  few  price  changes  were  reported,  and  among  these  higher  ond 
lower  prices  appear  to  he  ahout  evenly  divided. 

Fluid  milk  suTDjjlies  continue  to  "be  ahove  average  for  this  time  of  the  year, 
due  primarily  to  an  increase  in  covr  numoprs,  ic?irly  lihoral  feed  supjjlies,  an.d 
generally  moderate  mid-v/inter  temperatures  in  most  of  the  country,     Hilk  production 
on  February  1  \;as  the  highest  of  record  for  that  date,  .-^nd  conditions  since  then 
have  continued  to  favor  a  hea\'^''  production  level.     An  encouraging  factor,  hov;cver, 
is  that  the  demand  for  fluid  milk  seems  to  he  hotter  than  a,t  this  time  last  year, 
so  that  the  increased  fluid  milk  suT^plies  are  heing  ahsorbed  through  consumption 
chojinels  rather  than  creating  a  surpltis  to  he  used  in  the  manufacture  of  dairy 
products.     This  is  confirmed  not  only  hy  published,  trade  indications  but  by  the 
Weekly  Butter  Production  Report  wh.ich  is  s'lcving  a  c"arrcnt  m.alce  of  butter  in  the 
fluid  milk  producing  ?reas  of  the  New  Engl-^nd  and  Noj'th  Atlantic  States  much  smaller 
than  that  of  a  year  earlier  when  milk  production  co?iditions  were  much  less  favorable. 

Among  the  February  fluid  milk  price  changes  reported  v/as  Buffalo,  N,  Y,, 
with  a  drop  of  40  cents  per  cwt,  in  its  Class  1  milk,     Th.e  Buffalo  Janiiary  price 
was  raised  40  cents  per  cv/t,,  due  to  higher  butter  prices*,  so  that  the  Februa,ry 
drop,  in  turn  the  result  of  lower  butter  "orices,  merely  broiAglit  the  Class  1  price 
in  that  ma„rket  ba.ck  to  its  previous  level.     The  Buffalo  ret^^il  jjrico  also  dropped 
1  cent  per  quart,  which  cancelled  a  Jpnu.-iry  rise  in  the  s,'ime  amount.     Class  1  prices 
were  also  lower  in  San  Francisco,  Cal, ,  ^ath  a  droj;  of  17-^  cents  per  cwt,  in  the 
Class  1  price,  and  Lexington,  Ky, ,  i-'ith  a  dro'p  of  5  cents  per  cwt,  in  its  flat  price. 
Retail  prices  in  both  markets,  however,  remained  unchanged. 

Markets  shov.-ing  higher  prices  in  February  include  Beliot,  Wis,,  and  El  Pas6', 
Texas,     An  increase  of  23  cents  per  cwt,  was  reported  in  the  Class  1  price  for 
Beliot,  and  25  cents  per  cwt,  for  El  Paso,  v/here  mill^  is  purchased  on  a  flat  price 
basis.    An  increase  of  1  cent  per  quart  in  retail  rjrices  was  reported  for  both 
markets. 

Multiple-quart  containers  in  the  retail  distribution  of  milk  made  their 
first  appearance  in  the  Washington,  S,  C,  ,  r:arket  in  early  February,     One  concern, 
retailing  through  its  o\m  stores,  came  out  vrith  a  2-qua.rt  bottle  at  19  cents. 
Immediately  one  of  the  chain  grocery  stores  began  quc/ti/.g  2  single  quarts,  in  paper 
containers,  at  ].9  cents.     In  both  instajices,  the  retail  price  for  single  quart, 
store  delivery  is  11-  cents  per  quart.

The  first  was  the  suspension,  as  of  February  28, 
1941,  of  the  present  Federal  order  covering  the  handling  of  m.ilk  in  the  New  York 
Metropolitan  marketing  area.     The  second  was  that  on  Febriary  17  producers  in  that 
area  are  to  be  given  an  opportunity  to  vote  on  the  am.endments  to  the  Nev;  York  order 
which  \\fere  submitted  in  a  referendum  held  during  December  and  \\-hich  failed  to 
receive  the  .  required  two-thirds  vote  necessary  to  make  them  effective.     If  approved 
in  the  Febr"aary  17  referendum,  the  Secretary  v;ill  issue  a  new  order  to  include  these 
ajnendments  as  of  March  1,

FLUID  iVMLK  PRICES   IN  CITY  MARKETS 

FOR  ^LVRCH  1941    '  ^ 

Despite  increasing  milk  production  at  this  season  f].uid  milk  markets  for  March 
have  "been  quite  steady,  prohahlj  due.  to  somewhat  increased  fli.iid  milk  consumption. 
Thou.gh  chan.jes  in  prices  v;ere  relatively  fev;,   the  A.-^rricul ttiral  Marketing  Service  re- 
ports that  four  markets  registered  some  increases  in  prices  and  two  markets  showed 
declining  prices. 

Prices  were  relatively  steady  along  the  Atlantic  Seaboard,  the  Baltimore,  Md, , 
market  "being  the  only  one  showing  a  change.    A  29-cent  increase  per  hundredweight  in 
class  I  "buying  price  was  accompanied  "by  an  advance  of  1  cent  per  quart  in  retail 
prices. 

Only  three  changes  were  noted  in  the  Middle  V/est,     In  Davenport,  Iowa,  class  I 
■orices  increased  10  cents  per  hundredv;eight  vdth  no  change  shown  in  retail  prices, 
•-'he  Minneapolis,  Minn.  ,  buying  prices  are  undetermined  hut  retail  prices  rose  1  cent 
-■er  qviart  v/hile  table  cream  prices  were  likewise  up  1  cent  per  half-pint.     A  1-cent 
lncrea,se  in  retail  prices  of  milk  per  quart  at  Kanso,s  City,  Mo,  ,  became  effective 
i-iarch-  3.  . 

Much  warmer  v;eather  than  usual  has  prevailed  throughout  the  West  for  several 
weeks  and  this  has  doubtless  been  favorable  for  milk  production  in  California.  De- 
clines in  buying  prices  for  some  cities  in  this  area  have  resulted.     The  class  1 
price  in  Sacramento  decreased  17  cents  per  hundredv/eight  for  milk  bought  on  a  3.6 
percent  butterfat  basis  and  the  class  I  price  for  Santa  Barbara,  declined  14  cents  per 
hundredv/eight.     Retail  prices  in  both  mc^rkets  remained  unchanged. 

The  use  of  multiple  qviart  containers  in  the  merc}].and.i sing  of  fluid  milk  is  be- 
'coming  increasingly  v/idespread.    A  2-quart  container  being  sold  at  23  cents  was  re- 
ported for  the  first  time  in  the  Fresno,  Calif.,  market  vrhile  the  Manchester  and 
Na.shua,  IT.  H,  ,  markets  have  recently  reported  the  use  of  a  4~quart  container , '  which 
is  being  sold  at  44  cents.     This  constitutes  a  1-cent  reduction  per  quart  in  Manches- 
ter from  single  quart  containers  and  a  2-ce.'it  reduction  in  Nashua,  ■  ' 

In  addition  to  the  spread  of  multiple  quart  containers,  a  number  of  cities 
have  various  methods  of  giving  quantity  discounts.     In  the  Buffalo,  11.-  Y. ,  market  a 
reduction  of  1  cent  per  q-uart  is  allowed  v/here  3  or  more  quarts  are  delivered  at -any 
one  time  to  homes.     In  the  Cleveland,  Ohio,  market  1-cent  discount  per  ■ 
qua.rt  is  allowed  any  customer  having  ,90  quarts  or  more  per  month  delivered  to  his 
hone,   .Reductions  in  ^rice  are  made  on  all  dairy  products  including  milk  in  the  Des 
Moines,  lov/a,  market  if  more  than  one  product  is  sold  on  a  single  delivery.  Sub- 
stantial price  reductions  are  allovred  at  plants  in  the  Battle  Creek,  Mich.  ,  market. 

At  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  where  the  Elwell  plan  originated,  retail  prices  for  a 
single  quart  v.^ere  increased  to  12  cents,  but  the  price  of  each  additional  ciuart  re- 
uiains  at  8  cents  as  it  has  been  for  some  time.     Reductions  are  likev/ise  given  on 
quantity  purchases  in  Lincoln,  Nehr .,■  Colorado  Springs,  Colo. ,  Seattle,  ¥ash. ,  and 
San  Francisco,  Calif. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  recently  announced  that  the  amendments  to  the 
Federal  order  regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  Ve\-r  York  metropolitan  marketing 
area  were  approved  by  a  referendiora  of  producers  and  the  scheduled  suspension  of  the 
order  in  that  market  has  been  terminated.

FLUID  MILK  PRICES  IN  CITY  MARKETS 

EOR  APRIL  1941  \y 


Despite  increasingly  higher  levels  of  milk  production,  fluid  milk  prices  in 
city  markets  appear  to  "be  resisting  the  ordinary  seasonal  decl inos  '  that.,vusu,ally 
come  v^ith  larger  milk  supplies.    The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service'rc^cfrts  that 
lov-er  prices,  "both  to  producers  oiid  retailers,  prevailed  during  early  April  in  a 
fev;  markets,  "but  an  oven  larger  number  reported  higher  prices.     The  oalancc  \7erc 
unchanged. 

In  the  East,  a  new  schedule  of  prices  for  the  Hartford,  llcw  Haven,  and 
Bridgeport,  Connecticut,  luilk  market  areas  was  promulgated  "by  the  Connecticut  milk 
administrator.     The  Class  1  price  to  producers  was  ra.ised  from  $o.25  per  hundred- 
weight to  $3.58  "ocr  h-'undrodv.' eight  for  milk  testing  3.5  percent,  an  increase  of  35 
cents  per  hundredv/eight.    The  retail  price  was  raised  from.  14  cents  per  quart  to  15 
cents  per  quart,  aji  increase  of  1  cent. 

The  Eoderal-State  administrator  for  the  ITew  York  Metropolitan  milk  marketing 
area,  however,  announced  a  drop  in  the  Class  1  price  to  producers  in  ttmt  area. 
Based  upon  the  average  daily  TDrice  of  92-score  "butter  in  New  York  for  the  30  days 
immediately  preceding,  the  administrator  advised  that  during  April  the  Class  1  price 
to  producers  in  the  201-210  mile  zone  would  lie  $2.45  per  hundredweight  (3.5  percent 
mi-l-k) ,  a  decrease  of  20  cents  i^er  h\indredweight  from  the  March  price.    Retail  prices 
.at  stores  were  drorjped  l/2  cent  per  quart,  the  nev/  price  ranging  from  10  to  14^ 
cents  per  quart.    The  retail  price  for  home  delivery  was  dropped  from  IS-j  cents  per 
quart  to  15  cents  per  qiia.rt,  ,  ■ 

In  the  Middle  West,  the  Class  1  price  at  iikron,  Ohio,  was  incre<ased  35  cents 
per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3,5  percent,  the  new  price  "being  $2,60  per  hun- 
dredweight.   The  retail  price  at  Akron  was  increased  from  11  cents  per  quart  to  12 
cents  per  quart.    This  was  the  only  market  in  tliat  general  area  to  report  any 
changes  for  April. 

Southern  markets  reporting  changed  April  prices  include  New  Orleans,  La,,, 
Dallas  a,nd  El  Faso ,  Texas,  and  Macon,  G-e..      Under  ?.m  amendment  to  the  Eederal  order 
regula,ting  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  IJew  Orleans  marketing  area,  effective  April 
1,  the  market  administrator  at-mounced  that  the  Ap-ril  price  to  producers  for  4  per 
cent  Glass  1  milk  \7ould  "be  $2.40  per  hundredweight  at  coujitry  plants,  an  increase 
of  8  cents  per  hundredv/eight.    The  ajinouncement  also  advised  that  "beginning  with 
August  1941,  and  continuing  for  8  months,  the  Class  1  price  at  country  .plants  v/ould 
"be  $2,75  per  hundredweight  for  4  percent  milk,  after  which  it  would  again  drop  "back 
to  $2,40  per  hundredweight.     On  the  "ba.sis  of  the  new  country  plant  prices,  the 
calculated  f.o.h.  New  Orleans  April  price  for  3.5  percent  milk  would  he  $2,48  per 
hundredv/eight  compared  with  the  March  price  of  $2,40  per  hundredweight. 

Prices  paid  producers  supplying  the  Dallas,  Texas,  r.arket  were  slightly 
irregular,    A  decrease  of  12  cents  per  hundredweight  on  part  of  the  supply  was 
reported,  "but  apparently  the  "Dalance  will  "be  paid  for  on  the  "b^asis  of  the  old  sched- 
ule,   A  drop  of  1  cent  per  quart  has  "been  made  in  the  retail  price  at  El  Paso, 
Texas,  "but  the  flat  price  to  producers  v/as  unchanged, 

iln  increase  of  24  cents  per  hundredweight  on  milk  of  the  basic  fat  test  of 
4,3  percent  is  reported  for  Macon,  Georgia.    The  increase  on  milk  testing  3,5 
percent  "butterfat,  hov/ever,  amounts  to  only  16  cents  per  hundredweight.     This  is  due 
to  a  change  in  the  fat  differential  allowance,  the  new  allo\7ance  being. 4  cents  per 
l/lO  of  1  percent  variation  in  the  butterfat  test  compared  with  the  3-cent  allow- 
ance formerly  used.

Instead  of  the  normal  downward  trend  in  fluid  milk  prices  for  May,  the 
trend  was  toward  higher  prices  for  most  of  the  markets  reporting  changes  this 
year,   the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  reports,    An  increasing  demand  for 
manufactured  dairy  products  under  the  national  defense  program  is  apparently 
alDsorbing  the  normal  increased  fluid  milk  supplies,  which  are  usually  responsi- 
"ble  for  a  spring  price  decline.    A  few  markets,  however,  reported  seasonally 
lower  iprices,  •  ' 

Markets  to  report  higher  May  prices  include  Buffalo,  N,  Y, ,  up  40  cents 
per  hundredweight  on  Class  1  milk  and  1  cent  per  quart  retail;  Rochester,  U,  Y., 
where  the  Class  1  price  has  not  teen  announced,  hut  the  retail  price  is  up  1  cent 
per  quart;  Dayton,  Ohio,  18  cents  per  Ixtr.dredweight  higher  on  Class  1  milk  (effec- 
tive April  21), and  1  cent  per  quart  higher  retail;  Salem,  Ore.,  up  40  cents  per 
himdredvrcight  on  Class  1  and  1  cent  per  quart  retail;  and  the  California  markets 
of  Los  Angeles,  San  Francisco,  and  Santa  Barlsara.     The  Class  1  price  at  those 
three  markets  showed  an  inc^roase  of  .18  cents  per  hundredweight,  and  the  retail 
price  at  Los  Angeles  and  Santa. Bokhara,  one-half  cent  per  quart.    The  retail  price

■  Markets  to  report  lower  prices  in  May  include  ITew  York  City  rjid  Binghamton, 
N.  Y. ,  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  and  Denver,  Colo,    The  decline  at 
Binghamton,  however,  totaled  only  10  cents  per  hundredweight  for  the  Class  1 
price,  v/hile  the  retail  price  was  unchanged.     In  Nev/ York  City,  the  Class  1  price 
dropped  25  cents  per  himdrcdweight ,  and  the  retail  price  one-half  cent  per  qiiart , 
hom.o  delivered.     This  is  the  second  consecutive  month  for  v/hich  the  Class  1  price 
to  producers  in'  the  Nev;  York  metropolitan  marketing  area  has  declined  "because  of  ■ 
its  relation  to  the  price  of  92-scoro  hutter  in  the  New  York  market' for  the  thir- 
ty days  immediately  preceding  the  25th  of  the  month.

Disturhcd  Isecausc  of  the  continued'  drop  in  the  Few  York  City  Class  1  price, 
producers  in  that  area  have  requested  a  hearing  to  consider  amendments  to  the 
Federal-State  orders  regulating  the  handling  of  milk  in  the  New  York  metropolitan 
marketing  area.     The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  therefore  announced  that  on 
May  14  and  16,  such  a  hearing  will  .he  conduct.ed  jointly  hy  the  New  York  State 
Commissioner  of  Markets  and  representatives  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  Con- 
sideration will  he  given  to  suggestions  to  modify  present  provisions  relating  to

"ble  for  the  rise.    The  dealers'  avcrarjo  "bu^rin.':;  rrico  for  all  cities  reportinr^  v;as 
$2.29  for  J-onc  1941,  conr>ared  with  $2.27  per  hundrodwei,-:ht  in  May  and  $2.18  for 
June  1940, 

Alon-  the  Atlantic  Sea.hoard,  a  fcv;  changes  v/cre  sho-i.Ti.     Class  1  prices  to 
producers  stipplyinrT;  the  Nov;  York  nctropolitan  area  increased  20  cents  per  hundred- 
woir::ht,  acconpanied  hy  a  r;ain  of  one-half  cent  per  q-oart  in  retail  prices.  ITet 
prices  nov;  Doin{^  paid  producers  in  that  area  are  at  the  hir;hest  seasonal  levels 
since  1930.    At  Huntinr;ton,        Va,  ,  a  40-cont  increase  per  hundredweight  was  re- 
ported in  the  flat  price  hein--^  paid,  v/hile  retodl  prices  per  quxirt  rose  1  cent  on 
nilk  of  ■'S-l-  percent  "butterfat.    The  Class  1  price  at  Charleston,  S.  C,  .-.-oAned

"buj'-inji;  prices  at  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  rose  15  cents  per  hundredweight,  with  an  a,ccon- 
panyinc^;  increase  in  retail  prices  of  1  to  2  cents  per  q-oart  for  nilk  delivered  to 
hones  and  1  cent  for  nilk  sold  at  stores. 

The  flat  price  reported  for  the  .Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  narket  of  $1,575  per

$1,855,    Bejjinnin.^  in  J-ciiie,  hoxTcver,  under  a  new  agreenent,  the  nininun  price 
will  "be  $1,82  per  hundredv/ei/iit. 

i\ro  other  changes  were  shovrn  e:ccept  on'  the  Pacific  Coast.     The  narket  at 
Spokane,  17ash. ,  reported  a  28-cent  increase  per  hundredweight  in  the  Class  1  price, 
with  retail  prices  1  cent  per  quart  higher.     In  Seattle,  Wash.,  the  Class  1  price 
to  producers  was  increased  25  cents  per  hundredweight  on  June  4,  hut  no  chojige  v/as 
nade  in  retail  prices. 

Recent  annou:iconents  of  the  U.  S.  Departnent  of  Agriculture  state  that  the 
pcnny-a-glass  school  nilk  progran  has  heen  expanded  to  include  t"no  "Boston,  Mass., 
and  the  Lowell-Lawrence,  Mass.,  narkets.    Bids  have  heen  acce-pted  in  these  two 
narkets  for  nilk  to  he  sold  under  these  progra^is.
